APC signs $20m loan accords 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Board of Directors of the Arab Potash Company 
(APC) on Saturday endorsed two loan agreements totalling S20 million 
for financing an expansion project of the potash plant at Ghor A) -Safi. 
The first loan, amounting to 5$ million, will be provided by the 
Jeddah-based Islamic Development Bank fIDBj while the second, 
totalling S12, will be made available by the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development (IBRD), according to the Jordan News 
Agency, Petra. Petra said that the APC board decided lo float a tender for 

implementing the first phase of the plant’s expansion- which is expected to 
be completed within 15 months from the dare of contract. It is expected 
that the production capacity of the potash plant will increase by 16 per 
cent ooce the expansion project, which is estimated to cost S24 million, 
has been completed. The remaining 54 million of the project' s total cost 
will be cove red by ihe APC. A Finnish company was expected to win the 
APC con tract of SI 1 million to carry out the project, according to a report 
in the Middle East Economic Digest (MEED).

King and Mubarak 
begin talks in Cairo 

American arms supplies to Iran were 
insult to Arabs, King tells journalists 

By a Jordan Times Staff Writer 


CAIRO — His Majesty King Hussein and 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak on 
Saturday began talks expected to focus on 
bilateral relations and the latest 
developments in the Middle East, including 
the six-year- old Iran-Iraq war. 


The King began closed 
meetings with President Mubarak 
immediately after his arrival here 
on a two-day visit earlier in the 
day. No details were available on 
the two leaders’ discussions, but 
the King told Egyptian journalists 
before leaving A mman that his 
talks wife Mr. Mubarak would 
cover “recent developments on 
the Arab and international 
scene." 

The King, talking a group of 
Egyptian journalists on Friday on 
the eve of his visit to Cairo on 
Saturday, said American arms 
supplies to Iran were “a big shock 
and a big disappointment... 
difficult to understand (and) ....an 
insult to all the Arabs." 


“The American position is 
shocking and in fact difficult to 
understand," the King was quoted 
as saying in Saturday's issues of 
Egyptian newspapers. "We have 
explained to the Americans that 
their position has insulted all the 
Arabs and does not help efforts 
aimed at ending the current 
(Iran-Iraq) war." 

Tfie King said that the U.S. 
move to supply arms to Iran was 
typical of an international trend to 
treat the Arabs with 
"indifference...and defiance." He 
said Arab disunity was primarily 
to blame for the situation. 

On the Arab-lsraeli conflict. 
King Hussein reiterated his call 
for an international conference to 


negotiate a settlement wife fee 
participation of the five 
permanent members of the U.N. 
Security Council and all parties 
involved in the conflict, including 
the PLO. 

"An international conference, 
nothing else, is the key to peace." 
he said. 

The King said Ionian still 
regarded the PLO (Palestine 
Liberation Organisation) as fee 
sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people. 

King Hussein said U.N. 
Security Council Resolutions 242 
and 338 remained the basis for 
negotiations through an 
international conference because 
they enshrine the principle of 
exchanging peace for fee Arab 
territories Israel occupied in the 
1967 war. 

The King said that through his 
talks with American officials, the 
proposal for an international 
conference had a long way. 

However, he added, "our steps 
have stumbled as a result of the 
difference with the PLO, because 
its leadership could not take the

Shultz insists on limited knowledge 
of Iran affair; Congress panels 
unimpressed by Casey’s briefing 
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WASHINGTON (Agencies) - 
Secretary of State George P. 
Sbuftz says he has no immediate 
plans to testify before Congress 
about U.S. arms sale to Iran, 
continuing an effort to distance 
himself from the controversy. 

Mr. Shultz, despite reports be 
was repeatedly informed about 
fee operation, set himself apart 
from officials who he said have 
"knowledge" of the contacts with 
Tehran. 

He told reporters 
accompanying him on a trip to 
Canada Friday night that such 
information would be provided to 
Congress by officials "who are the 
ones involved in it, whose agencies 
were; and fear's where the action 
is," he said. 

He sent Under-Secretary of 
State Michael Armacost to 
Congress on Friday, but Mr. 
Shultz said the official's mission 
was only to observe testimony by 
Central Intelligence Agency 
Director (CIA) William P. Casey. 

Mr. Sbuitz has publicly 
criticised the president's 
. once -secret policy of sending arms 
to Iran and reportedly influenced 
Mr. Reagan to announce last 
Wednesday that no more weapons 


would be sent. 

Mr. Shultz has said he received 
only sporadic information about 
the 18-month Iranian operation. 

• Despite that assertion, Robert 
McFariane. fee former White 
House national security adviser 
who helped run fee arms sale 
operation, said the secretary was 
"repeatedly” informed of the 
operation. 

Mr. Shultz appeared to offer a 
justification for a lade of State 
Department involvement by 
saying secrecy required limited 
knowledge by officials. 

Mr. Shultz ftady denied a report 
in fee Los Angeles Times that he 
had asked Mr. Reagan lo fire Mr. 
McFariane’ s successor. Admiral 
John Poindexter, after learning be 
was excluded from a White House 
meeting m January which gave 
final approval of direct U.S. arms 
shipments to Iran. 

"That story is not true," he said. 

Mr. Shultz said he would be 
ready to testify to Congress on 
Iran at fee appropriate time and to 
the appropriate committee, but 
refused to make any substantive 
comment about the operation. 

He said on television on Nov . 16 
that his information about the 


operational aspects of the contacts 
wife Iran “was fragmentary at 
best." His spokesman have told 
reporters that Mr. Shultz was 
informed "sporadically” about 
the operation. 

Mr. Shultz refused to repeat a 
statement of Nov. 10 feat he had 
no plan to resign .saying: “If there 
is to be any discussion of a subject 
like feat it will be between me and 
the president." 

Mr. Reagan said on Wednesday 
that Mr. Shultz had never 
suggested resignation to him "and 
in fact he has made it plain that he 
will stay as long as 1 want him. and 
I want turn." 

In hearings oq Friday, CIA 
Director Casey gave Congress 
new details of fee secret deals wife 
Iran but appeared only to have 
widened fee controversy in the 
first formal briefings to legislators. 

“There are more questions than 
there are answers," Senator

Muslim 
politician 
shot dead 
in Manila 

MANILA (AP) — A prominent 
Muslim politician allied wife 
LPresklent Corazon Aquino was 
shot dead Saturday night as he was 
leaving a Manila hotel, police said. 

They said gunmen in a car 
opened fire on the politician. 
Ulbert Ulama Tngung, as he was 
leaving fee AureHo Hotel near 
downtown Manila. 

A hotel security guard and a 
third man, believed to be an aide 
to Mr. Tugung, also were killed. 
Several people were wounded, 
police said. The gunmen escaped, 
police 'added. 

Mr. Tugung was chairman of 
the western Mindanao 
autonomous government, based 
in Zamboanga City. The western 
region, is. one of two autonomous 
districts on fee island. Forty per 
cent of the island's 11 ntiDion 
people are Muslims. 

Sources in Mindanao said Mr. 
Tugung had come to Manila for a 
meeting of the Lakas N.G. Bassa. 
(National Strength Movement), 
founded several weeks ago to 
promote Mrs. Aquino’s policies. 


Clashes continue in 
Sidon, ease in Beirut 


BEIRUT (AP) — Lebanese Amal 
militiamen fought Palestinian 
commandos around two refugee 
camps near Sidon on Saturday. 
Pol ice said four people were killed 
and 48 wounded. 

It was the second day of clashes 
at the Ain Al HQweh and Mieh 
Mich camps cm the eastern fringes 
of Ski on, 40 kilometres south of 
Beirut. The casualties raised the 
toll since Friday to 20 killed and 
48 wounded. 

In Beirut, one person was killed 
and five others were wounded in 
sporadic rocket-propelled and 
machme gun exchanges around 
the Bourj Al Barajneh camp. This 
brought the casualty count at thai 
camp in 25 days of fkhting to 81 
killed and 682 wounded. 

The focus of fee fighting 
between Palestinians and Justice’ 
Minister Nabih Beni's ShFite 
Amal movement appeared to 
have shifted from Beirut to Sidon. 

Police said Amal gunners 
shelled fee two Palestinian camps 
near Sidon wife 120- millimetre 
mortars and 106-millimetre 
recoOless guns throughout the 
night. Fighters inside the 
shantytowns fired back with 
grenades and automatic w eapons, 
police said. 


The fighting tapered into 
machme gun exchanges in fee 
morning, said reporters in 
telephone dispatches from fee 
city. 

Fightmg on Salon's outskirts 
broke oat before dawn on Friday 
after Palestinian fighters, 
reportedly members of Palestine 
Lfoeratkm Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat’s 
mainstream Fateh faction. 
hnmt»d an Amal ammunition 
truck south of Sidon . 

Later Friday, FLO men broke^ 
out of ‘Ain Al Hflweh, the largest' 
camp in Lebanon wife 60,000 
residents, and overran a 
Sh fjte -inhabited suburb after 
engaging Amal militiamen in 
dose-range combat. 

Amal then launched a 
counter-attack, forcing the 
Palestinians to retreat into their 


A PLO spokesman . speaking on 
condition pf anonymity, accused 
Amal of kidnapping more than 30 . 
Palestinians on the highway 
between Beirut and Sidon in the 
past two days. 

More than 1,000 people have 
been killed and at least 3,000

House denounces British decision to 
ties with Syria and endorses municipal laws

AMMAN — The Lower House of 
'Parliament on Saturday 
unanimously approved a proposal 
condemning Britain for its Oct. 24 
decision to break off diplomatic 
relations wife Syria. 

The proposal, although nor 
included on the meeting's agenda, 
was made at fee outset of fee 
session by Deputy Leith ShbeilaL 
who argued that "Syria must not 
be left to stand alone ." 

"Although all of us are 
concerned about fee British act 
against Syria." Mr. Shbeilat said, 
"we are dealing with the 
London-Damascus issue as if it 
were a problem of bilateral nature 
between fee two countries." 

"No matter what level our 
( Arab ) disputes has reached... it is 
irrational to let Syria stand alone." 
Mr. Shbeilat said. “Britain should 
not be left to act in this way 
without any Arab pressures and 
condemnations on our part.” 
Commenting on his statement. 
Deputy Prime Minister and 
Minister of State for Prime 
Ministry Affairs Abdul Wahab AJ 
Majali said that fee government's 
stand on fee Syrian-British affair 
was made clear by Prime Minister 
Zaid Rifai. 

Mr. Majali said fee government 
was pursuing contacts wife fee 
Syrian and other Arab 
governments “on means of further 
exploring fee situation and to take 
actions according to what results 
stem out from these efforts.” 
House Speaker Akef Al Fayez 
put Mr. Sh be flat' s proposal to vote 
and it was approved by a show of 
hands. 


Debate over panels 

Saturday's session witnessed 
heated debates between some 
dqputies and Mr. Fayez over the 
procedures adopted by the House 
to nominate members to form the 
House'eightcoramitreesand elect 
their chairmen and rapporteurs. 
During its session last week, the 
House had formed its eight 
committees. Some deputies 
alleged on Saturday that prepared 
lists were circulated among fee 
legislators at fee outset of last 
session naming potential deputies 
to take pan in each of the 
committees. 

Deputies Shbeilat, Abdullah Al 
Aka 0 eh, Ahmad Al Haj Abdullah 
and Yousef Al Afeem described 
fee basis on which the committees 
were formed as unfair. 

They .urged Mr. Fayez to review 
the nomination process and to 
allow all deputies to choose 
whatever committee they wished. 

Deputy Rizk Al Bataineh 
refuted the four deputies' 
allegationsaud said “fee elections 
were carried out iG an open 
manner and in fee presence of all 
deputies." 

Dr. Akaileh further charged 
feat fee nomination lists were 
prepared by certain blocs in fee 
House. 

Deputies Bataineh and Salman 
AJ Qudah harshly criticised Dr. 
Akafleh and said it was fee right of 
fee majority members to adopt 
what it considered necessary. 

Mr. Abdullah, who directly 
accused Mr. Fayez of “being 
behind the distribution of 
members in the eight 
committees,” urged the speaker to 
allow other deputies to take part 


in forming the committees. 

Kazak Deputy Nazih Ammarin 
said he disagreed wife the calls 
made by certain deputies to form 
new committees and said: "In 
other parliaments, blocs from the 
extreme right to the centre and to 
fee extreme left are evident, but 
they don’ t necessarily win over the 
House." 

“The nomination lists were 
prepared with the consent of 
members of all blocs and were 
approved by the House. " said Dr. 
Ammarin. 

Aqaba Deputy Arti Abu Al Izz 
suggested feat Deputies Shbeilat, 
Akafleh. Athera and Kofahi be 
admitted to fee financial and legal 
committees. 

Dr. Akaileh objected to the 
suggestion and Mr. Fayez ordered 
the discussion dosed. 

Irfoid contest 

Another heated debate sparked 
when Deputy Ahmad Ai Kofahi 
questioned Mr. Fayez over fee 
results of a petition submitted to 
the House by Dr. Abdul Majid 
Nseir contesting the results of fee 
by-election held in Lrbid last June. 

Dr. JaraaJ Obeidat won the 
election with a sweeping victory 
over Dr. Nseir. Dr. Kofahi said 
feat Dr. Nseir presented to fee 
House a 30-paper document in 
which “he proved fee interference 
of fee executive power and its 
apparata in the lrbid 
by-elections." 

Following Dr. Kofahi's 
statements, a number of deputies 
demanded to know from Mr. 
Fayez over fee findings of the 
House committee entrusted with 
following up on Dr. Nseir's 


contest. 

Mr. Fayez assured the House 
lhat fee committee had met and 
requested the Interior Ministry to 
present it with the list of the 
election's results 

Loan accords passed 

Returning to the issues included 
in the House agenda for Saturday, 
the chairman of fee Financial 
Committee. Mousa Abu Al 
Ragheb. said the committee had 
studied and endorsed two 
agreements between Jordan and 
fee Kuwaiti Fund for Economic 
Development and fee Saudi Fund 
for Development covering loans 
for financing fee Zarqa basin 
project and' the Zarah-Ghor 
Haditheh highway. 

Mr. Abu Ragheb urged the 
House to appro' e the two 
agreements. 

Deputy Kofahi wanted to 
know whether the effects of loans 
had been thoroughly studied. 

"Wc should urge all Jordanians 
to transfer feeir^ money kept in 
foreign countries to Jordan in 
order that our country becomes 
rich instead of being indebted.” 
said Dr. Kofahi. 

Deputy Shbeilat said: "It 
appears "feat the committee is 
convinced feat Jordan's debts 
should increase. I demand the 
most up-to-date information on 
the total amount of Jordan's 
debts." 

Deputies Nader Abu Al Shaaer 
and Man' rout Rabban said fee 
loans in question were of high 
importance to the country

Nuseibeh. a former defence and 
education minister and a 
prominent Palestinian figure, died 
in Jerusalem cm Saturday after a 
long battle with cancer, fcus f am fly 
said. He was 73. 

The prime minister, Mr. Zaid 
Rifai, mourned the death of Mr. 
Nuseibeh in a statement carried by 
the Jordan News Agency. Petra. 

For the past seven years, Mr. 
Nuseibeh was chairman of the 
Jerusalem District Electric 
Company, fee largest Palestinian 
firm in Jerusalem and the 
occupied West Bank. 

Viewed as a Palestinian 
moderate, he was largely 
responsible for fending off 
repeated Israeli attempts to take 
over the troubled 500-employee 
company, despots its heavy drfrts 
to Israeli suppliers. 

Mr. Nuseibeh leaves two grown 
sons, Zaki, who works in Abu 
Dhabi and Sari, a lecturer at 
Birzeit University in fee occupied 
West Bank. 


Iranian missile 
causes damage in 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — An 
Iranian surface-to-surface missile 
hit a residential area in the Iraqi 
capital on Saturday, wounding 28 
civilians, a military communique 
said. 

TV missile, which hit at 6:3S 
p.n». also damaged some 
buildings, said the communique 
read on Iraqi Television. An 
explosion rocked the city, 
residents told AP. 

Ten days ago, Iran said it fired a 
missile at fee Defence Ministry in 
Baghdad but Iraqi officials said ir 
killed seven people and injured 
63. 

The missile landed as Baghdad 
was playing host to several 
hundred foreigners attending a 
poetry festival and an 
international students and youth 
meeting. 

The blast was felt over an area 
of several square kilometres. 

It was fee .fifth Iranian missile 
to be fired into Baghdad this year. 

Iran said on Thursday feat it 
would bombard Iraqi cities for 48 
hours in retaliation for Iraqi air 
raids on Khuzestan province in 
western Iran, in which Tehran said 
12 people were killed and more 
than 200 wounded. 

Die warning had led many 
people in Baghdad to expect a 
missile attack on Friday. 

Earlier, Iraq said its forces beat 
off an Iranian naval attack on an 
offshore oil rig. inflicting 
considerable casualties and 
damage. 

A war communique released in 
Baghdad said the Iraqi navy seized 
two Iranian boats and captured 
some Iranian troops but gave no 
further details. Iran did not report 
fee attack. 

The Al Amiq rig, which was 
forced out erf service shortly after 
fee Gulf war broke out in 1980, 


was last attacked by the Iranians 
two munths ago but feat raid 
failed too. the Iraqi communique 
said. 

The floating oil rig is a few 
kilometres offshore in the neck of 
the Gulf. 

An Iraqi spokesman said 
several Iranian boats were 
destroyed and fee occupants 
suffered heavy losses during fee 
attack Friday night which 
followed an intensive artillery 
bombardment. 

"The Iranian attack failed 
completely and the troops were 
unable to achieve any of their 
goals," fee spokesman said. 

Al Amiq and the nearby Al 



Bakr platform were the terminals 
For super- tankers loading oil from 
southern Iraq before the start of 
fee Gulf war in September IPSO. 

Closed since then. Iraq has used 
them as surveillance posts to 
monitor Iranian movements in the 
northern Gulf. 

They have come under Iranian 
attack oa a number of occasions.

Oman seeks international 
authority to defend strait 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — A senior Omani official 
Saturday revived a proposal for an internationally 
fina nced authority to defend freedom of navigation 
in the Strait of Hormuz. 


In aa interview with the 
newspaper AJ Oabas. Oman’s 
Information Minister Abdul Aziz 
Ai Rowas said Oman alone had 
been shouldering the defence of 
the strategic gateway to the Gulf 
region. "But we are not ready to 
pay the bill on behalf of the 
world ,” Mr.. Rowas said. 

About one-sixth of the 
non -Communist world's daily 1 
supply of crude oil passes through 
the Hormuz, bordered by Oman 
on one side and Iran on the other.' 

ban-engaged in a six-year-old 
war with Iraq, has periodically 
attacked or intercepted 
commercial vessels near the strait 
in retaliation for the Iraqi 
attempts to block Iranian o3 
shipping routes. It has also 
threatened repeatedly to block the 
strait. 

In 1980, he said, Oman 
proposed to oil-importing and 
oil -exporting countries that they 
finance an authority to supervise 
the Hormuz that would be set up 
by the sultanate.

But be indicated it 
would be a body charged with 
developing an adequate defence, 
including the use of multi-national 
forces. 

However, he said the threat to 
the freedom of navigation was not 
yet critical. “We are still in the 
yellow light stage and have not 
reached the red signal phase.” 

He said members of the 
six-nation Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC) were engaged in 
ongoing consultations on the 
question “and the appropriate, 
decision will be taken at the 
opportune time.” 

The United States, Britain and

BEIRUT (R) - The 43rd 
anniversary of Lebanese 
independence drew a subdued 
response Saturday from a divided 
nation preoccupied by civil war 
and a deepening economic crisis. 

Most shops and schools in 
Beirut were shut on the national 
holiday, but ceremonies to mark 
the occasion were limited to 
Christian-held areas of the 
country. 

A call Friday night by Falangist 
President Amm Gemayel for new 
talks between Falangist and 
opposition leaders was given scant 
attention by the media. 

Only one of tile two state- 
television channels and a network' 
controlled by the Lebanese forces, 
a Christian militia, broadcast the 
presidential appeal. 

The 44-year-old Maronite 
leader's photograph adorned 
walk in east Beirut suburbs where 
his supporters hold sway, while 
Mr. Gemayel attended a 
Lebanese army parade marking 
the anniversary in the 
mountainside district of Yarzeh. 

Flanked by Christian and 
Muslim officers, Mr. Gemayel laid 
a wreath at the tomb of Lebanon's 
“unknown soldier” and watched 
commandos march past to the 
sound of a brass band. 

Celebrations were 
overshadowed by rocketing 
inflation, the collapse of the 
Lebanese pound and a six-week 
war of attrition between 
Palestinian and Sbfhe Muslim 
fighters at refugee camps across 
the country. 

"This is the darkest 
Independence Day we’ve had,” 
said Aida, a 55-year-old 
housewife. “There are long 
queues outside bakeries. What 
kind of independence is this?” ' 


The issue of independence nes 
at the root of a conflict which has 
so far cost at least 100.000 lives, 
and forced the displacement of 
hundreds of thousands of people' 
over 11 years. 

Lebanon won independence 
from French mandate under 
pressure from Britain in 1943. 
Since then, it has been governed 
on the basis of an unwritten 
charter originally designed as a 
stopgap. 

It ensured that legislative posts 
were divided on a ratio of six-five 
between Christians and Muslims 
in an attempt to safeguard the 
Maronite Christian community’s 
prominent role. 

But analysts say a rapidly 
expanding Muslim population and 
lopsided economic growth 
concentrated in private hands' 
triggered Muslim calls for a 
greater share of power. 

Civil war erupted in 1975. 
Despite more than 2 00 ceasefires, 
and die intervention at various 
times of Israeli, Palestinian. 
Syrian, US. and United Nations 
forces, the country remains, 
divided into a patchwork of 
competing fiefs run by armed 
groups, each with its own concept 
of nationalism. 


In the southern port city of 
Sid on, meanwhile, police said 
fighting subsided Saturday around 
the country’s largest Palestinian 
refugee camp. Ain Ai Hilweh. 

Eight people were killed mid 20 
others injured there Friday in a 
sudden upsurge of fighting 
between Sbfite Muslim Amal 
militiamen and Palestinian 
commandos. 

At least 4. 10 people have died in 
Lebanon's six-week * 'camps war.' ' 
Amal accuses Palestinian leader 
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Yasser Arafat of trying to rebuild 
his militaiy power in Lebanon. 

Pales tinian! began to play a 
major political and military role 
here in the wake of the 1967 
Middle East war, but most of 
Mr. Arafat’s fighters evacuated 
Beirut after Israel invaded in 
1982. 


In Friday’s flare-up at Ain AI 
Hilweh, Palestinians fought then- 
way out of the canro and seized 
three positions from Sunni 
Muslim militiamen acting as a 
buffer force between Palestinians 
and Shfites. 

The positions command a 
strategic highway linking Beirut 
with the mainly Shf he south.

Gulf war harms Palestinian 
cause, Kaddoumi tells U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) — 
Faro uk Kaddoumi, head of the 
Rritical Department of the FLO. 
complained Friday that the 
Iran-Iraq war was diverting world 
attention from Palestinian 
aspirations for statehood. 

“It is time this war came to an 
end,” Mr. Kaddoumi said as the 
General Assembly opened its 
12th annual debate on “the 
Question of Palestine.” 

Mr. Kaddoumi told delegates: 
“We recognise the imbalance 
created by the Iran-Iraq war in the 
region and on the international 
scene which increased the tension 
and added confusion to the 
international efforts to find a just 
solution to the central issue in the 
region, namely the question of 
Palestine.” 

Expressing concern over the 
long-term effects of the 
six-year-old Gulf war. Mr. 
Kaddoumi said it had “wasted 
capabilities and potentialities, and 
... threatens to spread to other of 
the Arab Gulf states.” He added' 
that the war “constitutes a burden 
on coming generations.” 

Mr. Kaddoumi urged Iran to 
heed international appeals for a 
negotiated settlement with 
“brotherly Iraq.” 

As in past years, the 
1 59-member assembly is expected 


to vote next week in favour of a 
package of pro-PLO resolutions 
backing Palestinian statehood add 
calfing on the 15-nation Security 
Council to form a committee to 
prepare for an international peace 
conference on the Middle East: 
The participants in the 
proposed U.N.-sponsored 
conference would - include all 
parties involved in the Middle 
East conflict, including the PLO, 
as well as the five permanent 
members of the Security Council 
— the United States, to Soviet 
Un ion, Britain , France and China. 


Mr. Kaddoumi expressed “deep 
regret” that the United States and 
Israel rejected the conference idea 
and pushed instead for “partial 
and separate solutions that ignore 
the right of the Palestinian 
people.”

IRBID (Petra) — Excavations at 
the site of Qualbeh near Iibid 
have uncovered a Byzantine 
church and parts of the wallsof the 
ancient city of Ebla, according to 
director of (he Department of 
Archaeology in Irbid. Mr. Sultan 
Si red ah. 

Mr. Shred ah also said that the 
excavations unearthed a Roman 
street, covered with basalt stones, 
which runs parallel to the 
amphitheatre, in addition to a 
water channel. 

He said that Roman and 
Byzantine graves were 
discovered, filled with artefacts 
including pottery, glass, rings. 


bracelets and beads. 

He said that one very important 
discovery was a small pottery 
statue of the Greek goddess of 
poetry Muses and another of 
Dionysus the god of wine and 
other statues of human Figures and 
pets. 

He added that during other 
excavations at the site, wall 
paintings were discovered and are 
being preserved. 

Mr. Shredah said that the 
excavations were done by his 
department in cooperation with 
the theology department of the 
American Saint Louis University. 


Department restoring houses, 
historical sites in Salt area 


SALT (Pebra) — Director of 
the Salt archaeological 
department Sa’ ad Had id i said that 
his department is carrying out 
restoration work on a number of 
toe area’s important historical 
sites. 

In addition, the department is 
also attempting to highlight the 
historical and touristic potentials 
of the areas’ sites as well as to 
deepen toe public's awareness 
about archaeology, Mr. Haddidi 
continued.

The department, in cooperation 
with the Salt Development 
Corporation and Salt Municipality, 
are renovating the area's old 
houses in accordance with 
recommendations issued at a 
meeting held in Sana'a, the capital 
of North Yemen; which 
considered Salt as one of the Arab 
World's archaeological cities. 

In another related 
development, the necessary 
measures are being taken to set up 
a national and folklore exhibition 
in Salt. 


Jordan and Turkey hold first 
round of talks on trade ties 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan and 
Turkey on Saturday opened the 
first round of talks on means to 
boost bilateral trade and 
economic relations.. Minister of 
Industry, Trade and ’Supply Rajai 
Muasher and visiting Turkish 
Minister of Commerce and 
Industry Cahit Aral co-chaired 
the opening session of talks. 

At the outset of the meeting. 
Dr. Muasher reviewed the trade 
exchange and protocols signed 
between the two countries. He 
referred to the fact that the trade 
balance was in favour of Turkey in 
terms of quantity and diversity of 
goods exchanged and be noted 
that Turkey only imports rock 
phosphates from Jordan. 

In his review. Dr. Muasher 
emphasised the need to explore 
new scopes of cooperation in 
order to strike a balance and 
bridge toe gap between Jordan's 
exports and imports from Turkey. 
Dr. Muasher suggested an 
increase in the volume of 
phosphates exported to Turkey as 
well as introducing Jordanian 
fertilisers to toe Turkish market 
Furthermore. Dr. Muasher 
supported the idea of setting up 
joint ventures in both countries in 
all fields of cooperation in order to 
guarantee exports of Jordanian 
industrial products to Turkey. 

Dr. Muasher praised the strong 
ties binding the two countries and 
referred to the potential of toe two 
parties for setting up joint 


ventures with a view to 
broadening the scope of 
cooperation , especially in the field 
of food processing industries. 

Jordan and Turkey should also 
reach a civil aviation agreement 
for toe two countries' airlines in 
order to start a new 
Ankara- Amman route in the near 
future. Dr. Muasher tofo Mr. Aral 
and the accompanying delegation 
who arrived in Amman on Friday 
for a four-day visit. 

The Tu rkish minister said that 
his country was keen to look into 
possibilities of increasing and 
diversifying imports from Jordan. 
Mr. Aral also expressed his 
country's readiness to set up joint 
ventures, both agricultural and 


industrial, to serve the markets of 
the two countries as well as the 
markets of neighbouring states. 

The Turkish minis ter noted that 
several specialised trade and 
industrial exhibitions had been 
held in both countries by the othr r 
and said they represented a vital 
means of enhancing bilateral trade 
by introducing the products of 
Jordan and Turkey to the public in 
both countries.

Researchers study building designs to 
withstand the effects of earthquakes 


AMMAN (Petra) - A 
symposium on the design of 
installations and buildings which 
can resist and alleviate the effects 
of earthquakes opened on 
Saturday at the Palace of Culture 
with the participation of experts 
from Joidan and Turkey. 

The event has been organised 
by the Royal Scientific Society 
(RSS) in cooperation with the 
Turkish scientific research council 
within the framework of scientific 
cooperation between the two 
institutions. 

In his inaugural speech. RSS 
President Jawad Al Anani said 
that toe society was keen on such 
cooperation describing it as a 
pressing necessity and an 
important pillar for development. 
Dr; Anani pointed out that man 
has made great achievements in 
toe field of defining the causes of 
earthquakes and predicting toe 
times and places of their 
occurrence which in turn led to 
designing and building 
installations which can resist 
earthquakes and protect lives and 


property. 

Ihe symposium, he added, is 
within the RSS' continuing efforts 
aimed at acquainting Jordanian 
engineers with toe methods and 
techniques which should be 
adopted in designing and building 
installations which can withstand 
earthquakes. 

The RSS president announced 
that the society will soon stan 
preparing a handbook on 
construction and that it will tackle 
subject in detail taking into 
consideration Jordan's special 
circumstances, the techniques 
used and locally available building 
materials. The construction 
sector, he added, was one of main 
pillars of the Jordanian economy 
and that toe volume of investment 
and spendings in this sector were 
large. 

Dr. Anani expressed his deep 
thanks and gratitude to His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
for his continuing patronage and 
interest in toe society. Dr. Anani 
also expressed thanks and 
appreciation to the Turkish 


government which, he said, has 
close relations with Jordan. 

Also speaking during the 
opening session of toe symposium 
was Natural Resources Authority 
(NRA) Director General Kamal 
Jreisat who stressed the 
importance of the symposium in 
dealing with the subject of 
earthquakes and their devastating 
effects on humanity. He said that 
the NRA was concerned with 
studying the geological history of 
Joidan and analysing its geology 
in an effort to minimise the 
dangers of earthquakes. He also 
pointed out that several countries 
have devised special building 
codes- 

He pointed out that in 1981 toe 
NRA set up three experimental 
seismological stations in different 
areas in cooperation with the US. 
geological survey department. In 
1983, the authority started the 
actual implementation of the 
seismological network with the 
establishment of eight stations in 
the central region of the country.

Action long overdue 


THE nature and extent of die Washington -Tel Aviv-Tehran 
connection has become more apparent with the disclosure that part of 
Israel’s role in the whole deal is die emigration of Iranian Jews to 
Israel. It is now confirmed that Jewish emigration from Iran to Israel 
has increased in recent months, and that this development occurred 
concurrently with the shipment of arms from the Israeli port of Eilat. 
Hms, every capital in the in famo us triangle is getting what it wants. 
Washington is trying to get a foothold in strategic Iran and the re lease 
of American hostages. Tehran has been getting arms and ammunition 
to enable it to defy the repeated mtenra donated for an end to its war 
with Iraq. And Tel Aviv could be getting more Jews from other 
countries to consolidate its occupation of Arab territories. The 
question that remains is: What can the Arab capitals do in face of these 
ominous developments in our region. 

Certainly it is not enough to accuse Washington of foul p lay. Words 
expressing Arab frustration and condemnation are by themselves 
tools of a bankrupt policy if not translated into deeds and actions. 
More is needed of us to meet the ftwilmges and dangers which the 
events of the last several weeks have presented us with. The least that 
we can do at this stage is to initiate a general review of our policies 
vis-a-vis the countries involved in this web of intrigue and duplicity. 
The place to do just that could be an Arab summit which should 
address the issues and implications arismg from the newly exposed 
facts about the relations between the West, Israel and Tehran. It 
would certainly be in order also if the resolutions of any such a summit 
included a serving of notice that die friendly Arab countries cannot 
forever be taken for granted. Many countries in the world have 
assumed for too long that they need not make a choice between us and 
our arch-enemy. They, the capitals of die West, have acted as if we, 
the Arabs, are permanently secured in their pockets and as if they can 
step on our interests and rights with impunity. 

While we Arabs cannot wage war against every capital hi the world 
which manifests hostility toward us, we certainly can use the power of 
finance and trade to deal a soft, yet effective blow to them; or better 
still to exploit our economic power to its fullest in order to realise our 
aims and objectives. Arab economic prowess, albeit weaker these 
days, is not without teeth. If and when it is put to proper use, it can 
extract political concessions from friends and foes alike. 

Notwithstanding the geopolitical significance of Iran to the West, 
we are obviously selfing short the geopolitical value of our countries in 
the region. After all, the strategic relevance of Iran stems from the 
geopolitical significance of the Arab countries in die region. Take 
away or exclude the Arab states, andyou.take away also the 
geopolitical value of Iran. This is the lesspn which the Arab countries 
should teach the West, not by words alone,' but by deeds as well. Let 
the Westknovy that Arab states are not puppets to be manipulated and 
exploited. This message should be conveyed by the collective voice of 
all Arabs through a summit — a summit which is tong overdue.

Al Ra’i: Resisting occupation 

THE Israeli authorities have sieged the Aqsa Mosque and turned it 
into a military zone in a bid to bar the Arab inhabitants in the 
occupied territories from protesting against the continued terrorist 
acts being carried out against them by the Zionist settlers. Such 
measures, is a common practice by the occupational authorities as the 
indigenous Arab people have, over the years, got used to Israel's 
crackdown on the heels of every uprising against the occupation or 
any national anniversary. It is obvious that the Jewish state is 
fostering support and protection to those Zionist terrorists whose 
wanton acts are being allegedly described as only individual 
behaviour.

Tax disincentives obstruct possible investments

A SERIOUS problem feemg our economic planners and decision 
makers is reluctance by the private sector to come forward and 
undertake real investments and initiate new projects. 

Well, we think that this big problem is not imposed by outside 
circumstances. Rather, it is self- inflicted, due to some wrong policies 
and practices. An explanation may be-m order here. 

E cono mists do not perceive profit from the same angle like 
accountants. The accounting profit is the surplus of revenues over 
costs, while economic profit of a given investment is the excess of 
acco unting profit over the opportunity cost resulting from giving up 
another available form of investment. Projects reflecting profit from 
an accounting point of view may. be a losing enterprise from an 
economist's or businessman’s point of view*. 

If you have a licence to start a bank, which will call for an 
investment of say one milli on dinars asa paid-up capital, it will not be 
enough drat the project mil makfe a profit The net profit after tax 
must be higher than tire interest income which the one mfilion dinars 
can gftnpratp. if dqxyriteri in a bank, or if invested in government 
guaranteed bonds or real estate. 


The opportunity cost in Jordan is too high. Interest charged by 
banks is relatively high and tax exempt The investor has a choice of 
financial assets in local orforeign currencies and in deposits or bonds, 
all tax free. 


Once the investor decides to get involved in real investments and 
form a shareholding company, whether commercial, industrial or 
construction, his profits wil be subjected to a heavy corporate tax as 
high as 50 per cent ' 

This disincentive renders projects unfeasible unless their return is 
high enough to cover the extra risk, the tax burden and the 
opportunity cost in the financial sector. 

The current tax structure is such that investors logically avoid real 
investments and concentrate on financial and real estate assets which 
are favoured by the tax system despite their low contribution to the 
country’s GDP and job opportunities. 

The real interest rate on bonds for instance is nine per cent, free of 
risk and tax. In order for shareholding companies to make sense the 
net texable return should be well over 20 per cent to attract any 
reasonable investor. 


No doubt such high return is not available in abundance, and there 
is no wonder then that our private sector is not committing capital to 
real investment, nor establishing any new public shareholding 
companies for four years in a row. 

This negative result did not happen due to external factors. We 
planned it and ironically we seem to have worked hard to achieve it 
This is the result. 


The tax system in Jordan is in bad need of a prompt and 
far-reaching overhaul. As is, it is a body of disincentives. The 
generous tax exemp tio ns are not productive, and do not qualify for 
incentives; the discrimination is not justified. 


The income tax Taw and import duty regulations and tables 
constitute disincentives to qew investments; they are a factor in 
causing misallocation of resources at a large scale; they favour 
activities that are less productive and lower in value added and 
re tom; all of course at the expense of would-be exports and forming 
new shareholding companies. 

Would we do something about them?

The Arab Military Option

GENERAL Saad El Shazly is well 
known as one of the mam 
architects erf the Egyptian plan to 
cross the Suez Canal and regain a 
strip of Sinai from the lscaeb army 

during the fourth Arab-Israeii war 

in October 1973. His book on the 
extensive military preparations 
and political calculations for die 
plan and on its final 

i m pl rmmra tirvn remains one of 

the most readable and informative 
works on that war (published in 
English as The Crossing of tile 
Suez by Third World Goitre for 
Publications, London). 

Shazly’s new book is 
disappointing by comparison. The 
title suggests a discussion of Arab 
ability to wage war effectively; 
indeed, the author specifically 
states that his object is “to 
demonstrate that the military 
option (against Israel) is 
possible.” However, out of 196 
pages of text, only seven deal with 
the Arab armed forces six 
more with possible military 
strategies. The remaining text is 
devoted to a discussion of Israeli 
society, political objectives, and 
military capabilities; of 
superpower attitudes to the 
Arab-Israeii conflict; and in only 
22 pages to the current material 
and political state of toe Arab 
world. 

For an experienced and astute 
soldier, Shazly 7 s treatment of 
Arab znifitaiy strength is not only 
brief, if s also naive and grossly 
oversimplified. The author merely 
calculates toe total number of 
soldiers, armoured vehicles, 
aircraft, missile boats, and other 
items available to the Arab armies 
or expected to cater service in 
coming years. There is no attempt 
to assess the combat effectiveness 
of these systems or of toe ability of 
Arab soldiers to use them, before 
arriving atan overall estimation of 
Arab strength. Thirty-one tables 


detailing the technical 
specifications of Middle Eastern 
weapons systems, unaccompanied 
by commentary, do not 
compensate for thk shortcoming. 
Compfling military balances 

threng h arirt,TTM»tv-al is a 

method long discarded by most 
analysts, who instead debate the 
relative capabilities of each 
weapon system (such as its 
practical range, payload, and 
ability to fire and direct guided 
munitions) and the ability of an 
army to service and maintain 
those systems in both peace and 
war. The ability of a society to 
wage war is also assessed in terms 
not only of its overall population 
size and economic produce or 
natural resources, but also of the 
degree of advancement of its 
scientific, educational, and 
industrial base, to mention only 
tone aspects.

As a result of his approach. 
Shady’s concluding remarks on 
actual Arab military options are 
unenlightening. He spends several 
pages belittling the slogan of 
“people’s war*’ often raised by the 
Palestinians, showing as little 
understanding of its tenets as did 


espoused it. But he devotes even 
less space to what can or should be 
done by the regular Arab armies. 
In a few brief paragraphs, Shazly 
tells us that the Arab states should 
increase and reapportion defence 
spending, set up a unified 
command (assumedly more 
effective than the one in existence 
since 1964), and redeploy their 
forces. What sort of battle to 
expect or what objectives to strive 
for remain unstated. The same 
lade of suggestions applies to toe 
nuclear dimension: although he 
insists that the Arabs should plan 
on tiie basis of Israel's possession 
of nuclear weapons, he does not 
discuss toe strategic implications 
and responses, both political and 
military, for the Arab side. 


la contrast, Shazly s discussion 
of the political dimen sions of toe 
Arab-Israeii conflict is more 
interesting. He focuses on toe 
expansionist and destructive 
nature of the Zionist state and on 
toe role played by American 
support for it; he sees the USSR, 
conversely, as being a secure ally 
for the Arabs. The Arab regional 
system asa wbolealso comes in for 
sentoing criticism, as does the 
PLO mainstream under Arafat, 
who is ensured for restoring ties 
with Mubarak’s Egypt. 511321/$ 
problem remains, however, mat 
his interest in making these 
. co mmen ts may not be.toared. by 
his readers. In terms of content*! 
and style, which is at times 
r ambling or polemical. The Arab 
Military Option is only relevant to 
an Arab reader, in Arabic, and is 
unsuited to an English-speaking 
Western audience without major 
re-editing. Its saving grace is that 
Shazly reflects the political 
outlook common to most Arabs 
and summarises many of the 
moral, objections to be made 
about Israeli and American 
policies towards the Palestine 
conflict. 


Austrians swing to the right

VIENNA — A swing to the right 
in Austrian politics before today’s 
general election has been most 
dramatically symbolised by toe 
emergence of toe boyish figure of 
Joeig Haider on a wave of 
nationalist enthusiasm. 


Haider, 36, a populist orator 
and subtle exploiter of the 
xenophobia shared by many of his 
countrymen, emerged as leader of 
the small Freedom Party (FPOE) 
in September, three mouths after 
toe election of Kurt Waldheim as 
president 

Haider’s success prompted the 
general election, as Socialist Party 
(SPOE) Chancellor Franz 
Vraoitzky dissolved the coalition 
with the FPOE, saying the lurch to 
the right was unacceptable. 

A general trend towards toe 
right became clear when 
Waldheim, a former U.N. 
Secretary General, was elected 
despite Jewish allegations that he 
was involved in Nazi activities. 

The appointment of the 
conservative Archbishop Hans 
Hermann Groer as primate of 
Austria in the summer underlined ^ 
the shift to toe right 

Opinion polls give Haider little 
more than six per cent of toe 
national vote, about the same as 
toe Greens groups, with the SPOE 
and toe Conservative People’s 
Party (OE VP) neck-and-neck and 
beading for a probably grand 
coalition.

3has been one of the few. 


emotion-provoking elements of 
an uninspiring election campaign. 

He spends much of his time 
playing down, or denying, 
previous remarks suggesting 
strong sympathy with 
pan-German nationalism and 
formerNazis. 

When convicted Nazi war 
criminal Walter Reder was 
returned to Austria last year after 
spending the post-war years in an 
Italian jail for ordering a 
massacre, Haider said he had done 


nothing bat his military duty. 

“After all, it was just a small 
group of Communist guerrillas 
mopped up in the course of war 
action,” he told an FPOE meeting 
in February, 1985. 

At a press conference the same 
month in Klagenfurt, capital of his 
right-wing power base in the 
southern province of Styria. he 
said toe FPOE was not a successor 
organisation to the Nazis, adding: 
“If it were it would have an 
absolute majority.” . 

The FPOE was founded in 1955 
on the roots of a collapsed 
extreme right-wing party which 
had claime d to represent the 
interest of hundreds of thousands 
of former Nazis. 

Although many Austrians 
voluntarily joined toe Nazis and 
took part in Hitler’s expansionism 
during the war, .Austria was 
declared a vktimof Hitler because 
of the 1938 German occupation, 
and there was no mass purge of 
.Nazis after the war. 

The FPOE was headed by 
Friedrich Peter, a former Nazi SS 
officer, for much of the 1970s. 

Haider, who moved to the 
FPOE stronghold of Carinthia 
after a successful political career 
in his native Upper Austria, drew 
much support for his advocacy of 
German nationalism in an area 
with a big Slovene minority. 

Hfe has been prominent in toe 
debate over whether to continue 
with mixed-language schools, 
which have been an instrument for 
retaining elements of Slav people 
culture. 

At -a meeting in Carinthia in< 
1984, ho said: “One cannot be^ 
satisfied that Carin thia remains 
free and undivided. This land will 
only be free when it is a German 
land” 

He supports toe Carinthian 
Fatherland Front (KHD), which 
campaigns for single-language 
schools and whose newspaper 
warns of toe Slovene threat 

“Carmtoians beware today toe ‘ 
schools are in Slovene hands, 
tomorrow it will be toe entire 
lowland,” one edition of the call of 
toe Fatherland paper warned. 


Haider’s election, at a stormy 
meeting in Innsbruck in 
September, extinguished attempts 
by his imme diate predecessor 
Norbert Steger to give the party a 
more liberal character. 

It also prompted toe liberal 
international to send a team of 
observers to watch Haider’s 
campaign before deciding 
whether the FPOE under its 
present leadership can remain in 
the group. 

On television and at the 
hustings Haider rejects all 
suggestions of right-wing 
extremism. “There is no place in 
the FPOE for extremists,'' he says 
in bis campaign speeches. 

He expresses toe need for 
“order, zeal and honesty. He 
promises to protect the rights of 
the “little man" against privileges, 
against domination of society by 
the two major parties and tax 
burdens for the family. 

Promoting toe party’s image as 
a force for rebellion against 
monopoly politics he hands out 
wooden spoons inscribed with toe 
motto: “ We’re stirring things up.” 

The attempt by one of Austria’s 
richest politicians to create a clean 
image and portray himself as the 
small man’s advocate suffered an 
embarrassing set-back with recent 
revelations about toe origins of his 
wealth. 

Austrian Nazi-hnnter Simon 
Wiesenthal, who is a Jew, claimed 
he had evidence that a recent 
inheritance of a big area of 
woodland worth 160 million 
schillings (about $10 million) was 
actually former Jewish property 
taken over by the Nazis in 1940. 

Wiesenthal claimed the 
property in Carinthia had been 
bought by one of Haider’s 
relatives, a Nazi, from a Jewish 
family for 80,000 marks, although 
its actual value was several million 
marks. 

Haider denied the charge, 
saying toe price was what toe 
property was worth. “My 
great-uncle was no Nazi,” he told 
Reuters, adding toe allegations 
were a primitive campaign againsi 
him by political opponents. 


Nicaraguan war predicted to be long, costly and inconclusive

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras - 
Nicaraguan guerrillas are 
preparing for the biggest round of 
fighting yet in a conflict which 
shows signs of becoming as 
protracted, costly and 
inconclusive as toe war in 
neighbouring El Salvador. 

According to military sources 
dose to toe contras, at least 
15.000 insurgents were inside 
Honduras in mid- November 
awaiting weapons, supplies and 
ammunition under a $100 mflfion 
package of aid from toe United 
States. 

Only about 3,000 rebels, toe 
sources said, were operating in 
Nicaragua in their campaign to 
oust the ruling Sandinista 
National Liberation Front 
(FSLN). In Managua, Sandinista 
officials put at 2300 the number 
of contras inside toe country. 

The latest U.S. aid brought to 
about $240 mflfion Washington’s 
public and secret assistance to toe* 
rebels, known as contras from the 
Spanish word for 
counter-revolutionary, since 
President Reagan took office in 
1981. 

Despite the aid, however, 
neither the comxas nor their U-S. 
allies expect quick successes 
a against the 72,000-strong 
* .Nicaraguan army, the biggest in 
Central America. Contrary to the 
victory prophesies of 1983, when 
toe rebels launched toeir first 
major offensive, the talk is now of 
careful preparation and prolonged 
war. 

“Once toe aid is disbursed, once 
more men move out of their 
Honduran camps and into 
Nicaragua, the level of warfare 
will be raised.” said a U3. official. 
“Bur it would be foolish io say you 
can see toe light at the end of the 
mnneL It's a long tunnel." 

The Lon don- based 
International Institute for 
Strategic Studies, a widely 
respected think tank on military 
affaris, said in November that the 
wars in 0 Salvador and Nicaragua 
were stalemated because neither 


of the antagonists enjoyed a dear 
advantage. 

“There is no reason to believe 
that a solution to toe Nicaraguan 
war is any nearer than an end to 
toe fighting in El Salvador,” said a 
European diplomat here. 

In El Salvador, more than 
60,000 people have been killed in 
seven years of fighting but neither 
toe U 3. -backed government nor 
its left-wing guerrilla foes has toe 
capacity to deliver a knock-out 
blow to the other. 

In Nicaragua, where the 
government recently put the 
overall death toll at 16,939, the 
rebels so far have failed to meet 
any of the objectives they have 


staled over the past four years. 
These ranged from inciting a 
popular insurrection to seizing a 
piece of territory from which to 
proclaim a provisional 
government. 

Arturo Cruz, one of the 
three-leaders of toe umbrella 
'group for the Nicaraguan rebels, is 
predicting a prolonged war in 
Nicaragua. “The conditions for a 
final triumph still do not exist," he 
said on November 10. 

“We are not thinking yet of a 
total turn-around in our favour, 
nor of taking Managua. But we 
think we can achieve a capacity of 
mobilisation and attack we have, 
lacked so far.” 


Robert Leflrcn, a U3. academic 
and political adviser to Cruz and 
other contra leaders, warned in a 
recent assessment of the rebels’ 
chances that “rebel advances will 
not come quickly and painlessly... 
guerrilla movements need time.” 

They also need money. 
American officials and leaders of 
toe Nicaraguan Democratic Force 
(FDNJ, the biggest of the 
anti-Sandinista groups, make no 
secret of their belief that the latest 
SI00 million is no more than a 
down payment. 

They are also keenly aware that 
without notable successes in the 
next few months, it will become 
increasingly difficult for the 


Reagan administration to wrest 
more cash from Congress, 
particularly after U3. elections 
earlier this month in which the 
opposition Democrats regained 
oontrol of toe Senate. 


Western diplomats in Central 
America ascribe the contras' 
relative lack of success so far to 
both military and political 
problems. As a fighting force, they 
say, the rebels suffer from a 
distinct lack of good field officers. 
Politically, they suffer from an 
image as a brutal mercenary force 
which wants to turn back toe clock 
in Nicaragua. 

Despite assertions to the 


contrary, the military high 
command of the FDN, which 
claims 18,000 men and dwarfs the 
other contra groups, is largely 
made up of officers who served in 
toe hated national guard of 
dictator Anastasio Somoza. 

FDN commander-in-chief 
Enrique Bermudez, Somoza's 
military attache in Washington, 
has been portrayed by the 
Sandinista government as a 
personification of brutality and 
corruption, of everything the 
Nicaraguan’ people fought against 
in toe revolution that ousted 
Somoza in July, 1979. 


Nicaraguan rebel presence generates debate in Honduras

TEGUCIGALPA — Renewed 
fighting between U.S .-backed 
Nicaraguan rebels and Sandinista 
.troops inside Honduran territory 
has heated up debate over the 
presence of the rebels in 
Honduras. 


Opposition, student and labour 
groups have long criticised the 
rebels’ use of a mountainous 
region in southern Honduras for 
bases from which to wage their 
five-year-old war against toe 
left-wing Nicaraguan 
government. 

But the Sandinistas’ expansion 
of their fight against the rebels, 
called contras, across the northern 
border, combined with an 
increasingly high rebel profile in 
Honduras, have prompted even 
conservative Hondurans to 
question the wisdom of allowing 
the rebels to continue operating 
here. 


government to prevent Honduras 
from becoming “a war zone” and 
recommended that the contras be 
forced to “go and fight toeir war in 
Nicaragua.” 

“The presence of the contras is 
be co mm g ... a matter of public 
debate," National Party President 
Rafael Leonardo Callejassaid last 
week. “Some people are going to 
come out in favour of them and 
most people are going to ask that 
they leave as quickly as possible.”

“This situation is intolerable ” 
said Congress secretary Oscar 
Melara in late October as' 
Hundreds of rebels and 
Sandinistas battled in southern El 
Paraiso province." We can't go on 
this way. with Sandinista soldiers 
and contras fighting in our own 
territory” he said. 

Melara called on . the 


Honduras, a close ally of 
Washington, does not officially 
acknowledge the presence of the 
rebels here but they have become 
increasingly hard to ignore as 
clashes with Sandinista troops 
inside Honduras have claimed at 
least two civilian casualties in the 
border zone in the past month. 

For more than a year the 
Honduran government has ceded 
all but minimal control over a 
70-mile stretch of its border with 
Nicaragua, where several bases of 
the 12,000-strong Nicaraguan 


Democratic Force (FDN) 
are located, according to local 
officials, residents and refugees. , 

The Nicaraguan government 
has charged that toe rebels' 
presence in the poorly delineated 
border zone, as well as the 
reluctance of Honduran troops to 
patrol the area, has converted the 
region into a virtual no man’s land. 

Fresh fighting broke out in late 
October when FDN rebels 
attempting to dislodge Sandinista 
observation posts on hills in the 
salient of Honduran territory were 
repulsed and then 
counterattacked by Sandinista 
soldiers. 

Nicaraguan President Daniel 
Ortega, without mentioning 
where the fighting took place, said 
a few days- later that 180 rebels 
were killed or wounded while 
government casualties numbered 
37. 

Conservative National Party 
congressman Nicolas Cruz Torres 
faced a storm of criticism last 
month when he proposed a 
motion in Congress calling for 
rebels to leave Honduras within 
10 days. 

Right-wiog student groups 
posted handbills with a picture of 
Gcuz Torres throughout the city, 
topped with a large headline 
reading “die stupid tools of the 
Sandinistas.” 

Coffee growers in the 


once-fertfle coffee farming area of 
El Paraiso's Las Vegas salient, 
where most of fighting between 
rebels and Sandmvtsstakes place, 
are particularly angry over 
damage from the war to toeir 
farmland.

Inside the FDN, Bermudezs 
image was tarnished by a 
near-rebellion in 1983 when 20 of 
bis own commanders accused him 
of siphoning off funds provided by 
the US.

“The contras have failed to turn 
popular discontent with the 
Sandinistas into active backing 
for the FDN,” said a European 
ambassador here. “They are 
certainly not seen as an 
alternative.”

Erazo has charged that coffee 
farmers in a 450-stjuare-mfle area 
of El Paraiso controlled by toe 
rebels have lost $50 mflfion in 
harvests, unfilled land, and higher 
labour costs since rebels began 
their fight in 1981 . 

Two FDN leaders, Adolfo 
Calero and Enrique Bermudez, 
this month called a meeting with 
peasants in Danli, the largest town 
in El Paraiso province, asking 
them io support tire FDN cause. 

“It is fair that we have a 
sanctuary here in Honduras 
because everything is controlled in 
Nicaragua and the people do sot 
dare to fift a finger,’’ Bermudez, 
toe FDN military commander, 
told Hondurans at the meeting 

But despite the growing 
sentiment against the rebels here 
Western diplomats said they 
doubted that Honduras would end 
its support for the contras, since 
the. country is too dependent on 
U.S. economic and mflit&xy aid. 


Many diplomats here feel that 
as long as the contras are 
associated with the ousted regime, 
with toe CIA, and with the U.S. 
government, they have little 
chance of persuading Nicaraguans 
to rise against the Sandinistas. 

The capture of U.S. mercenary 
Eugene Hasenfus on a supply 
mission for contra forces served to 
bolster Sandinista assertions that 
’the rebels are fighting on behalf of 
Washington to further the 
interests of toe United States 
rather than those of Nicaragua. 

To improve toeir image, the 
contras are planning to establish a 
powerful radio station to compete 
with the Sandinistas’ Radio 
Sandino and La Vox De 
Nicaragua, both of which thrive on 
:a Wend of leftist ideology and toe 
latest pop music from toe U.S. and 
Latin America.

What impresses Israelis (even 
those reluctant to let go of either 
Lo tan's list of stereotypes or their 
own notions) is Shammas's 
virtuosity in Hebrew. “I speak 
Hebrew much better than most 
people here," ventured one Israeli 
art critic, “but Shammas’s Hebrew 
is much richer than mine. He

Bom in the small Arab village 
of Fassuta (Upper Galilee) in 
1950. Shammas was the son of the 
village cobbler. Like all Israeli 
Arabs, he started learning 
Hebrew, as a second language, ar 
primary school. But it was only 
after his family moved to Haifa, 
while he was in his teens, that 
Hebrew came to life for him. He 
went to study English literature 
and art history at the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem, the city 
he has made his home since 1968. 

During the 1 970s he co -edited 
the monthly literary magazine 
Al-Sharq. and published three 
volumes of his own poetry ( two in 
Hebrew and one in Arabic). Soon 
he moved on, however, to work as 
a producer of Arabic programmes 
for Israeli television, at the same 
time writing newspaper articles on 
social and political issues. 

Shammas has translated 
Hebrew short stories and poems 
into Arabic, Emile Habibfs Hie 
Pessoptimisi into Hebrew and 
Samuel Beckett’s Waiting (or 
Godot into Hebrew and Arabic 
for the Haifa Theatre. In 1980 he 
received the Levi Eshkol Prime 
Minister's Award for Creative 
Writing.

When Shammas is asked why 
his Hebrew seems to impress 
Israelis so much, he gives a simple 
answer. 'Tm not an Israeli-Arab

archaeologist or social scientist; 
my tools are words and language." 

Arabesque has become a 
bestseller and Shammas a literary 
celebrity. Clearly this -is an 
unusual situation for a Palestinian 
to find himself in (though it is 
reported that Israeli as well as 
Arab teenagers fight to get the 
autograph of another Palestinian. 
Haifa's star footballer who has 
j ust moved to the Tel- Aviv team ). 

Yet he has never hesitated to 
speak out on political issues. For 
overa year now , a bitter deba te on 


the morality of the law of Return 
between Shammas and the Israeli 
novelist A3. Yehoshua has filled 
the pages of various Israeli 
publications. And in Arabesque 
Shammas expressed the grief and 
pain of Israel's Arab minority. 

“I will not tell that when the 
spring comes the anemones are 
red like the blood of the martyrs 
who died for Palestine. 1 will tell 
that my veins run with blood that 
is mixed with defeat and 
resignation. The veins of the 
treacherous earth run with 


different blood, and the anemones 
will have a different colour, 
Jewish-red. Palestine has gone, 
never to return. Lost for ever. 
Now all is gone, except the insult 
of the loss.” 

A few years earlier, Shammas 
had written. “The war between 
the two cultures is becoming 
increasingly like a corrida 
(bullfight), with many throats, on 
either side, hoarse from yelling 
Ole! Ole!" In this cruel bullfight, 
he concluded. “I am the ill-fated 
bull." 


ESJdhist monks prepared to die to protest Tamil autonomy 
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Association for Regional 
Cooperation (SAARC) summit 
this weekend. 

Jayewardene and Indian Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi met 
privately to discuss proposals to 
end the Sri Lankan Tamil 
separatist problem by devolving 
powers to provincial councils. 

Senior officials of the 
Motherland Movement said the 
three main Buddhist sects on Nov. 
5 submitted a memorandum to 
Jayewardene, urging him to. 
improve powers of existing district 
councils instead of creating 
autonomous provincial ones. 

He was also asked not to give 
police powers to any units and not 
to consider any proposals unless 
rebels first lay down their arras, 
they said. 

Provincial autonomy is key to 


Jayewardene's package to end a 
three-year conflict launched by 
Ta mils fighting for a sepa ra te state 
in the North and East. 

Most of the Tamils, comprising 
12 per cent of the 15 million 
Sinhalese-dominated population, 
are Hindus, but seven out of JO Sri 
Lankans are Buddhists. 

Movement officials said the 
monks see provincial autonomy as 
a stepping stone to separatism and 
feared this would lead to the 
withering away of Buddhism. 

Sobitha said the monks plan to 
join peaceful street rallies and 
demonstrations- “But if in spite of 
all these protests, if the 
government continued to ignore 
the will of the people and the 
Bhikkus (monks), then we will 
have to resort to the extreme 
methods." he said. 


“What the Buddhist monks 
defended and preserved for 2,500 
years, we will do so now. This is 
the role we've played... And 
thousands of monks have 
sacrificed their lives then and will 
do so now." he said. 

Movement officials said about 
2.000 monks were committed to 
sacrificing their lives for the cause 
if necessary. 

Sobitha said the movement was 
also formed because monks have 
not been satisfied overa decline in 
Buddhist moral values which the 
group claims was caused by 
economic policies adopted by the 
ruling United National Party. 

A campaign would be launched 
to persuade villagers that the. 
recent sprouting of casinos, discos, 
drug addiction, horse-racing, 
prostitution and greed were 


outgrowths of such policies, he 
added. 

He said 130 branches would 
soon be set up around temples in 
the country's 150 electorates for 
the campaign to preserve- 
Buddhist moral values. 

Movement sources said the 
branches would also be mobilised 
to defend villages against future 
Tamil rebel attacks. They decline 
to give details. 

Sobitha. a 42-year-old 
charismatic monk heading an 
anti-liquor campaign, is an 
outspoken critic of the 
government. He is the only monk 
among the key five secretaries 
general coordinating the 
movement. 

He said 95 per cent of the 
35.000 monks in Sri Lanka are 


behind the group, which serves as 
an umbrella for 40 Buddhist lay 
groups and two opposition 
political parties including the main 
Freedom Party. 

The movement supports a 
peaceful setdement of the Tamil 
.problem but not one which is 
adopted by the government 
without consulting the people, he 
said. 

Jayewardene has said he will go 
ahead with plans to set up the 
councils despite opposition. 

The Sri Lankan government has 
had two rounds of talks with 
moderate Tamil leaders since July 
on the extent of powers to be 
devolved to the councils and 
Tamil demands for one linguistic' 
unit by merging the North and 
East.

decides to abandon. Seeing that 
the old forms were always used to 
express the external world, he 
covers over his geometric 
abstractions in an instinctive 
drive, that is felt and true, giving 
expression to the intensity of 
human nature. Ibis outburst is 
born of the union of 
expressionism, surrealism and 
abstraction. More and more free 
from borrowed forms taken from 
reality and geometric 
construction, his abstraction leans 
towards a greater realisation of his 
inner self. 

Nimer feels the power of the 
material and the brushstroke and 
transmits that primordial power 
without attempting to explain it. 
His work matures slowly, 
oscfilatmg between tire abstract 
and the literaL 

His unique expressionism 
destroys the human figure. Parts 
of the body seem whisked away to 
be inserted in the surrounding 
space. These bodies are painted 
with long, broad brushstrokes that 
collide with each other all over tire 
surface of the canvas. But Nimer 
does not submit freely to die 
abstract movement. His p ain t ing 
remains structured by colours that 
enhance the richness of the 
pictorial material in its natural 
state. His canvases are bom of the 
anguish Mien on the cusp of 
change between an old world and 
the new. They arise out of a feeling 
of the abyss mal, of an emptiness 
between the solitary “I” and the- 
world. Nimer tries to fill this 
emptiness that he feels. His 
abstraction is his power. Form 
explodes in bis works if the 
pressure that retains it can contain 
it no longer.

Nimer tries to break away from 
the literalness that first made his 
reputation, for an abstract form. 
Does abstraction lie beyond the 
figurative or in opposition to it?

The thematic 
character reminds one of an 
expression by Pollock of “being 
inside the picture*’ — feeling is 
expressed by a personal touch 
stamped by the artist’s 
brushstroke.

If Nimer’s pictorial language is opposites, Nimer defines a new 
perfectly constructed, it pictorial space. Hoffman. teaches 
nonetheless still leaves a pathway us that “in order for a painting to 


be created, it must first abide by 
the Jaws pertaining to surfaces.’* 
The colours that play all over the 
surface push and pull the eye of 
the spectator. Thus Nimer’s 
paintings, without reference to 
perspective, suggest receding and 
advancing masses. 

The opposition of line and 
colour, of the effective and the 
meditative, of the forceful and the 
subtle and between the 
brushstroke and flat areas of 
colour create a huge diversity in 
his work. 

The evolution of modern 
painting like that of Nimer, can 
only be justified by that suffered 
by contemporary human society. 
But like society he must pass 
through different stages to 
discover new orders and to 
establish a modus ope rand L There 
will be some who will take these as 
the conclusion, but it is only a 
phase that must be undergone and 
experienced before Nimer can 
move cm. 


House denounces British decision

although they noted that the 
principle of dependency on local 
financing for development 
schemes should be consolidated to 
replace the need for foreign 
lendings. 

Sami Joiideh. minister of state 
for parliamentary affairs said the 
total fiscal budget for 1987 would 
be revealed soon and would show 
the amount of Jordan's total 
debts. 

*’ These loans are for 
developmental reasons." Dr. 
Joudeh said. 

Deputies Abu AJ Izz. Abu 
Ragheband vliflehAlOudetallah 
praised Jordan's reputation of 
meeting its financial obligations 
on schedule. Die two loan 
agreement were later endorsed 
by a show-of-hand vote. 

The House also endorsed a 
1986 amendment to the draft law 
on the Aqaba Railway 
Corporation. Under the 
modification, the corporation's 
authority over the Aqaba railway 
network was extended to coverall 
railway links binding the country's 
south with Amman. According to 
the earlier law. the corporation 
was en trusted w ith supervising the 
Aqaba- Ha ttieh link. Under the 
modification it is given a wider 
role in controlling the projected 
new Aqaba-Shidieh railway link. 

The House also unanimously 
approved an amendment to the 
1986 civil retirement law. 

Municipal laws 

During Saturday’s session, the 
House also approved temporary 
amendments made in 1977 and 
1982 on the 1955 law on 
municipalities. 0 

Under the 1977 amendment, 
any municipal employee or official 
is banned from nominating 
himself for municipal elections 
unless he or she submitted their 
resignation 10 davs ahead of the 
scheduled nomination day. 

Deputy Obeidat made his 
reservation over the amendment 
and called for its annulment 


charging that those employees had 
"extensive experience.” which 
they could share to develop the 
works of their municipalities. 

Other deputies said civil 
employees should resign before 
the nomination day since they 
could use their position asa means 
to pressure their constituencies. 

The amendments to the 1982 
law set the duration of each 
municipal council, their rights and 
duties and organises the election 
process of municipalities. 

The amendments also say that 
any head of municipal council 
cannot maintain his position for 
more than two consecutive terms. 

The House also endorsed the 
1986 draft law on municipalities 
to pave the way for the 
establish men t of the projected 
i ncorporati on of 12 
municipalities and four municipal 
councils into the Greater Amman 
Mun icipality. 

The scheme has been criticised 
by some of the concerned 
municipalities which say that such 
a plan will abolish their 
individuality and will put 
restrictions on allowing them to 
carry out their own development 
plans according to their needs. 

Government officials say that 
such a scheme will remove 
duplicity of work and will render 
development to these areas in a 
more organised maimer. 

The Greater Amman 
Municipality will envisage two 
transitional stages before the 
scheme is completed. The first 
period is a four-year transitional 
plan in which the Amman 
Municipality and the concerned 
municipalities and municipal 
councils will be dissolved and 
replaced by a Greater Amman 
Council 

During the second and final 
phase the municipalities will have 
direct elections to elect their 
representatives who will then join 
the council of die Greater Amman 
Municipality. The head of the 
Greater Amman Municipality will 
be appointed by the Cabinet.

For a few 
thousand, you 
could become a 
British nobleman

LONDON - Harold Hobbs 
became Lord of the Manor of 
Plegden Cannons on Nov . 1 1 . H is 
tide has been around since the 
Dark Ages and. like many another 
antique, was sold to the highest 
bidder by Strutt & Parker, 
auctioneers. 

Mr. Hobbs, a retired legal 
executive from Sussex, paid 
£6.500 (!»9,347) for his loniship. 
“A bargain," he says. “I plan to 
buy some more." 

His purchase consists of some 
bsrely-legible documents dating 
back to 1579. The Essex Record 
Office in Chelmsford has them on 
file and is going to keep them. 
Nobody is allowed to take a 
manorial entitlement out of 
Britain or even remove oae from a 
record office. 

Lords A -leaping 

But Mr. Hobbs, like hundreds 
of would-be Lords, leaped at the 
chance to polish his pedigree and 
bone up on the past. Another 
Englishman bought a tide as a 
. Christmas presen t for h is wife . and 
some tourists from Dal las snapped 
one up as a souvenir. 

“Most of it is snob appeal," says 
Mr. Hobbs, “but I have the 
incentive to write a history of the 
manor from start to finish because 
I am now Lord of the Manor."

Whatever the appeal, 
auctioning such lordships have 
become big business. Amid a 
gaggle of newspaper and 
television reporters at Painters' 
and Stainers' Halt in the City of 
London, 60 manorial titles were 
sold on Nov. 11 for about 
£450,000 (S647.100). 

“The more we sell the more 
people want to buy," says Robert 
A. Smith, a former journalist and 
a dealer in lordships. He is 
chairman of the Manorial Society 
of Great Britain. 

There apparently isn't any 
-shortage of titles to sell. Most of 
the 1 3 ,41 8 manorial lordship titles 
in England are still in the hands of 
the aristocracy, says Mr.Smit. But 
“a lot of these people have 
become hard up for cash, and 
selling their tides has become one 
of the easiest ways to raise it" 

Business is so good that Mr. 
Smith's company. Manorial 
Research Ltd., has diversified. It 
publishes periodicals for 
beginning nobles, r uns wine bars 
“done up in the style of merry old 
England” and turnsout souvenirs. 
These commemorate both the 
400th anniversary of Britain's 
defeat of the Spanish Armada and 
the ninth centenary of the 
Domesday Book - from which 
Lordships of the Manor are 
derived . 

Mr. Smith has become rich in 
this business. So rich that 
merchant bankers now are 
considering taking Manorial 
Research Ltd. public. "We are- 
talking about a possible flotation 
of the company” he says. 

Passports and cutlery 

The newly ennobled, Mr. Smith 
points out. can apply for a coat of 
arms from the College of Arms, 
whose head is the Duke of 
Norfolk, the Earl Marshal of 
England . They can call themselves 
Lord, or Lady, of the Manor and 
have their title inserted in 
passports, or emblazoned on 
stationery , cu tleiy, baby carriages, 
cars or visiting cards. He or she 
also can join the Manorial Society, 
which has played host to the queen 
and other royal personages. 

For their efforts, Strutt & 
Parker and Manorial Research 
split a 10 per cent commission on 
every tide auctioned.

families." Buyers needn't be

most of the sellers of titles are 
genuine aristocrats," says Mr. 


Smith. "Otherwise, there isn't an 
-obvious reason why people should 
want them." 

The market price for a lordship, 
now starting ar £ 6 , 000 . varies 
according to the location of the 
manor and its h istoty , especially if 
a crowned head has ever had 
anything to do with it. Bui most 
lordships of the manor don't come 
with the manor. They definitely 
don't come with a seat in the 
House of Lords. 

Yesteniay'sauction was special, 
however; it included the Lordship 
of Hinghara. King Athlesran 
originally owned this lordship in 
the 10th century. But. according 
to one of Mr. Smith's press 
releases, Hingham in Norfolk 
“had a crucial bearing on the 
future of the United States of 
America." In the early 17th 
century, it seems, “the family of 
Abraham Lincoln left Hingham 
and went over to New England 
and built the town of Hingham. 
Mass.” 

“The family’s name is found 
among the manorial recoids for 
Hingham held at the Norfolk 
Record Office.” wrote Mr. Smith.

company. The television crews 
hustled back to the floor, in teuton 
catching their first American lord, 
preferably one from Texas or 
California.

“We now have 100 
American members in the 
Manorial Society —so many that I 
don't stay in hotels anymore when 
I go to tne US." 

He just calls on his lordships. 

In foe meantime, Mr. Smith 
continues to lure prospective lords 
and ladies with foe promise of 
lasting legacies. 

“As a lord of the manor ." one of 
his recent ad vertse meats intones. 
" you will continue a 
centuries-long tradition back to 
the Norman Conquest of 1066. 
and in many cases be the 
successors to kings, queens and 
members of the ancient British 
and Irish aristocracies.”

London Stock Exchange 
warns members to refrain 
from dealing with Boesky 


LONDON (AP) — The London Stock Exchange told 
its members Friday to have no dealings with Wall 
Street speculator, Mr. Ivan F. Boesky, or any firm 
or individual connected with him. 


The exchange's 51-membr 
governing council said in a 
statement that its members could 
transact business for Mr. Boesky 
or firms with which he was 
connected, provided the 
exchange's surveillance division 
was informed. 

But members "shall not. 
employ, remunerate or enter into 
any form of association with Mr. 
Boesky or any other person whom 
they know or ought to know is 
acting, as nominee, agent or 
otherwise for Mr. Boesky or for 
any company, firm or undertaking 
which they know or ought to know 
is managed or controlled by Mr. 
Boesky,’' it said. 

Mr. Boesky agreed to pay a. 
record S100 million penalty after 
the US. Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC) said he used 
confidential information to profit 
from mergers. 

It is the biggest insider trading 
case in US. history and has sent 
shockwaves through the British 
fmancial circles where Mr. Boesky 
was active. 

The London statement listed 
eight companies in which Mr. 
Boesky was involved, including a 
publicly quoted British 
investment trust. Cambrian and 
General Securities Pic. 

Directors of Cambrian, which 
was set up by Mr. Boesky for tax 
reasons and chaired by him, met to 
appoint a new chairman. 
Cambrian, which invested mostly 
in North American securities, 
announced Monday that Mr. 
Boesky bad resigned and trading 
in its shares was suspended. 

The firm's offices would not 
give any information about the 
outcome, nor say where the 
meeting was taking place. 

London's Financial Times 
business daily said Mr. Boesky 
conducted many of his insider 
trading activities through 
Cambrian and owned stock in it 
worth £26 million (over $36 
million). His stock has now gone 
to die SEC which has become 
Cambrian’s , dominant 
shareholder, the report said. 

Trade and Industry Minister 
Paul Chan non refused to say 
whether his department was 
investigating Mr. Boesky’s 
activities in Britain. 

"Investigations stand much 
more chance of being successful if 
they are not conducted in the full 


glare of publicity," Mr. Ghannon 
said id reply to opposition Labour 
Party lawmaker Robin Cook, who 
bad sought assurances that Mr. 
Boesky’s insider dealing did not 
extend to bis activities in the 
London market. 

Information on Mr. Boeksy's 
British activities was passed by die 
SEC to Mr. Channon's 
department under terms of a 
memorandum signed by both 
governments last September in an 
effort to crack down on insider 
trading. 

Meanwhile, civil lawsuits filed 
by angry investors continued to 
pile up Friday against Mr. Boesky 
in New York. 

A New Jersey man filed suit in 
Federal Court in Manhattan, 
seeking S5Q million in damages, 
claiming Mr. Boesky artificially 
inflated the price of North view 
Corp. stock. 

A New York City man claimed 
in a separate suit that a fund 
managed by Mr. Boesky sold off 
about $440 milli on worth of 
securities shortly before the SEC 
announced a $100 million civil 
penalty against him. That 
reportedly enabled file fund to 
avoid losses other investors posted 
last week. 

At least one other civil lawsuit 
has been filed against Mr. Boesky 
and companies he managed. All 
three suits sought class-action 
certification. 

The SEC said it was aware Mr. 
Boesky was selling his 
stockholdings before public 
announcement that he had agreed 
to pay fines for trading based on 
illegal inside information. 

The SEC said that without the 
gradual reduction in Mr. Boesky’s 


holdings, he and his clients would 
have been forced to dump me' 
stock on a plunging market to pay 
off loans used to buy the slocks. 

"Substantial margin debt could 
force precipitous and 
uncontrollable liquidations of 
securities that would have had a 
very serious adverse effect on the 
market" a SEC statement said. 
“The orderly reduction of these 
loans has avoided such 
consequences." 

The commission also said the 
plummeting stock prices of early 
last week, after the Boesky 
announcement, appear “to have 
been based on rumours and 
speculation concerning the 
consequences of the commission's 
ongoing investigations. The 
market averages have since 
rebounded to above the Friday, 
Nov. 14 dose.” 

The commission said Mr. 
Boesky’s sales would not allow 
him to pay his $100 million fine 
from newly generated profits. The 
settlement money just come horn 
Mr. Boesky’s personal holdings, 
the SEC said, and "the securities 
sold did not include any of his 
personal holdings ” 

The agency said it did not 
appear the sales violated any U.S. 
securities laws. 

The commission was backed by 
the chairman of the Senate 
Banking Securities subcommittee, 
Senator Alfoose if Amato, who 
said Mr. Boesky was allowed to 
sell his holdings “so there would 
not be a panic m the marketplace” 
and "as a duty to other investors." 

But many in the financial 
community were outraged that 
Mr. Boesky was able to use the 
private knowledge of his own 
downfall to avoid heavy losses.

BRASILIA (AP) — For the 
second time in a year, the 
government has announced huge 
consumer price increases to 
discourage a national buying spree 
and keep inflation down. 

Finance Minister Diison Funaro 
-on Friday announced immediate 
price increases of up to 100 per 
cent on gasoline, new cars. 


electricity, cigarettes, liquor, 
sugar and postage. 

"Nobody likes to increase 
prices, but there is not a country in 
the world that can deal with 
infla tion without taking drastic 
measures," he told reporters. 

Increases like 80 per cent on 
new cars and 100 per cent on 
liquor will affect mainly the 


middle class. 

At the pump, gasoline jumped 
60 per cent to S2.63 a gallon. 

"We know the measures are 
hard, but it's important they be 
done to favour the neediest of our 
population," Mr. Funaro said, 
explaining that only 10 per cent of 
Brazil's 138 million people own

The TASS account of Friday 
night's meeting said Mr. Lubbers 


and his foreign minister, Hans 
Van Den Broek. had agreed with 
Mr. Gorbachev “that the Soviet 
Union had qo intention of 
attacking Western Europe.” 

But the Dutch leaders, the first 
from a NATO country to visit 
Moscow since Reykjavik, 
"nevertheless failed to explain 
why -NATO was dinging so 
stubbornly to positions which 
actually amounted to support for 
the arms race policy.” it added. 

"The position of the West 
European NATO members since 
Reykjavik makes one wonder if 
they really have an interest in 
ridding Europe of nuclear 
weapons and drastically lowering 
the level of armed confrontation 
on the continent,” TASS said, 
apparently quoting Mr.

Japanese 
island 
evacuated 
after volcano 
eruption 

ABOARD THE FERRY 
CAMELIA, OFF OSHIMA, 
Japan (AP) — Mount Mihara 
continued to spew lava and a thick 
black column of smoke into the air 
Saturday, a day after the island of 
Oshima was evacuated because of 
volcanic eruptions. 

There were no reports of 
injuries ss a direct result of the 
volcano's bursts, but police said an 
elderly man died of a heart attack ; 
while being taken to a rescue 

vesseL 

All of the island’s 11,000 
residents and about 1 ,000 tourists 
were taken by ship to Tokyo and 
nearby cities on the Japanese 
mainland, authorities said. 

The evacuation order came late 
Friday about six hours after the' 
new eruptions sent a stream of 
lava oozing toward the city cf 
Mo to ma chi, the island's main 
port. 

The lava stopped a few hundred 
metres from the edge of 
Motomachi, where streets were- 
desened Saturday except for an 
o-casional patrolling police car. 

The scene was much different, 
on Friday, when residents ran 
through the streets, carrying the 
few belongings they could grab 
before heading for emergency 
centres or rescue vessels. 

Several hundred volcano 
experts, police officers and 
officials remained on the, 
oblong-shaped island about 11U 
kflometres (t>9 miles) south of 
Tokyo. Metropolitan government 
officials said. 

All reporters were ordered off 
the island, and those aboard the 
3.750-ton ferryboat Camelia. 
which left Tokyo for Oshima on 
Friday night, were not allowed to 
disembark at Motomachi. 

The 768-metre mountain, the 
is! and' s sole vo S cano . was crowned 
with pulses of red-hot explosions 
that hurled lava into the air early 
Saturday. The explosions could be 
felt by reporters in the boat. 

Later in the day. a Mack column 
of smoke blew from the peak 
while a dozen media helicopters 
were seen try ing to film tbe fuming

Communist 
rebels claim 

murder of 
Emile ally 

MANILA, Philippines (AP) —I 
Communist rebels have claimed: 
responsibility for the killing of % 
politician and businessman with 
close links to Defence Min ister 
Juan Ponce Enrite, Manila 
newspapers reported Saturday. 

Armed Forces Chief of Staff 
Gen. Fidel Ramos said the slaying 
of David Puzon was an indication 
that the Co mmunis t-led National 
Democratic Front (NDF) had 
“very little control of NPA (New 
People's Army) commandos in 
the field.” 

The NDF is representing the 
Communist Party of the 
Philippines and its mili tary arm, 
the NPA, in cease-fire tails with 
the government. 

“While the NDF is talking 
peace in Manila, the NPA ... is 
assassinating people and attacking 
town halls,” Gen. Ramos said in a 
statement released by his press 
office. 

Puzon, a long-time legislator 
and political ally of Mr. Enrile, 
was killed along with his driver 
and a manager of one of his 
factories near a village in Bulacan 
province. 16 kilometres north of 

Manila 

An officer probing the incident 
said investigators did not have a 
copy of letter in which the NPA 
reportedly took responsibility for 
the killing, but he said it appeared 
“credible.” The letter was quoted 
in two Manila newspapers. 

Military officials bad earlier 
described the slaying as the work 
of Communists. 

The ambush came a week after 
1 the kidnap-slaying of leftist labour 
leader Rolando Olalia which the 
rebels and other leftists had 
blamed on Mr. Enrile and a group 
of military officers critical of 
President Corazon Aquino's 
peace overtures to the guerrillas. 

In their letter, as published by 
the Philippine Daily Express and 
the Philippine Inquirer, the New 
People’s Army said its 
“punishment” of Puzon was 
aimed at “slowly weakening the 
fascist clique which wants to 
return to power.” 

“We cannot allow fascist 
criminals to freely roam without 
•punishment” the letter said in 
Tagalog. “True peace will remain . 
elusive for as long as they are not 
punished.” 

- The letter said no filing about

Split Bonn coalition 
kills anti-terror bill 


■; MAINZ, West Germany (R) — 
liberals asserting their voice hi 
West Germany's ruling coalition 
have effectively killed an 
anti-terrorism bill, splitting the 
centre-right alliance in the run up 
to the general election in January. 

Tbe liberal Free Democratic 
P&rty (FDP) Friday night rejected 
a proposal by their conservative 
partners which would have 
permitted pardons for urban 
guerrillas who turned state’s 
evidence. 

Voting in Mainz at their last 
congress before the Jan. 25 
election, the FDP adopted a 
compromise bill which would 
offer guerrilla group members 
reduced penalties if they 
surrendered and gave testimony. 

But the conservatives quickly 
rejected it and the so-called 
“crowo witness” law, aimed at 
s mashing the outlawed Red Army 
Faction (RAF), appeared dead. 
Right-wing Interior Minister 
Frierich Zimmennann, who 
proposed tbe bill after the RAF 
killed a top Foreign Ministry aide 
last month in its first attack in the 
capital, denounced the FDP for 
“deserting the camp” in the fight 
against terrorism. 

Mr. Zimmennann’ s Christian 
Social Party (CSU) said it would 
dump the legislation entirely 
rather than accept the FDPs 
watered down version. 

But FDP Foreign Minister 
Hans- Dietrich Genscher accused 
his cabinet colleague of preferring 
to fight “a dirty campaign” rather 


than combat the urban guerrilla 
offensive. 

CSU leader Franz Josef Strauss, 
an arch foe of Mr. Genscher and 
acid critic of the liberals, said the 
FDP had again displayed 
indecisiveness and unreliability. 

Hie liberals, worried by polls 
showing Chancellor Helmut Kohl 
could capture an absolute 
majority that would end the 
coalition, hope their stand against 
the unpopular bill will win 
persuade voters the FDP is 
needed in Bonn to keep the right 
in check. 

Political commentators said the 
row was shaping up as the worst 
coalition split since May, 1984, 
when the FDP deeply 
embarrassed Mr. Kohl by refusing 
to back an amnesty for 
big -business donors who evaded 
tax on party contributions. 

Mr. Kohl’s Christian 
Democrats, biggest party in the 
tripartite coalition, was expected 
to let the crippled crown witness 
bill drop. 

FDP leaders who originally 
approved Mr. Zimmermann’s bill 
recreated in the face of grassroots 
opposition and polls showing over 
80 per cent of West Germans 
opposed the idea that even 
suspected murderers might walk 
free in return for testimony. 

Experts said they doubted 
whether file fanatical RAF hard 
core of at the most 25 guerrillas 
would have cracked anyway under 
the supposed temptation to 
defect. 


S. Korea may build own 
dam to counter flood risk 


SEOUL (R) — Sou tii Korea 
threatened Saturday to counter a 
.dam being built by North Korea 
with a dam of its own, to protect 
Seoul from possible inundation 
and perhaps turn any floodwaters 
back into the North. 

Construction Minister Lee 
Kyu-Hyo said the South would 
build a dam near the demilitarised 
zone separating the countries 
unless Pyongyang halted its 
reservoir project on a tributary of 
the Han River, which runs 
through Seoul. 

■‘Various counter measures, 
including building a dam in the 
South, are being sought in 
connection with the northern d am 
project,” Lee told a meeting of 
ruling Democratic Justice Party 
members. He said three possible 
sites wens being considered. 

Sou fii Korea has said it will take 
unspecified military and economic 
steps to stop the northern dam 
being built in the Kumgang 
Mountains near the eastern part<rf 
the zone. 

Seoul says the northern 


reservoir would hold 20 billion 
tonnes of water and thatif its dam 
collapsed, either by accident or 
design, most of Seoul and nearby 
areas housing 15 mil Son people 
would be submerged. 

Pyongyang says the dam is 
being built to generate electricity 
and wil! not endanger the South. 

Professor Choi Young-Bak, 
president of the Korean Society of 
CivU Engineers, said Friday that if 
Seoul builds a dam that is larger 
than the northern one, any 
floodwaters could be turned back 
into North Korea and the South 
would be spared. 

Information Minister Lee 
Woong-Hee told a press 
conference Friday the South was 
ready for talks with the North to 
solve the row. 

‘There is no reason why we 
should not discuss this with the 
northern side any time if they 
come forward seriously, 
respecting mutual rights and 
benefits on the use of 
watercourses,” he said. 


Dalai Lama predicts coup in China 


CALCUTTA, India (R) - The 
Daiai Lama. Tibet’s exiled 
spiritual leader, has predicted a 
military coup in China to end what 
he calls political chaos in the 
country. 

'The political situation in China 
is chaotic and there is every 
danger of a military takeover of 
the" Communist government 
there." the Dalai Lama told 
Reuters in Calcutta Saturday. 

The spiritual head of six million 
Tibetans said his remarks were 
based on “reliable inside 
information" from China. He 
declined to give further details. 

The 50-year-old Buddhist 
leader, who escaped to India after 
an abortive uprising against rule 
by Peking in 1959. is in Calcutta to 
address a seminar on the Buddhist 
culture. 

“Although Chinese leader 
Deng Xiaoping is preparing for a 
smooth transition to the next 
regime, there are indications that 
it may not be so smooth,” he said. 

The Dalai Lama has been 
seeking greater autonomy for 


Tibet to allow his followers to 
practise their religion without 
hindrance. 

But he said the time was not 
right for him to resume 
negotiations with the Chinese 
government on Tibet’s future. 

“It seems unlikely I will visit 
Tibet in the near future.” he 
added. 

Talks between the Dalai Lama's 
aides and the Chinese authorities 
in recent years for a possible visit 
to Peking and his eventual 
permanent return to Tibet bad 
failed largely because the two 
sides could not agree on terms for 
a visit, diplomats said. 

China has accused his exiled 
disciples of campaigning for 
Tibetan independence and made 
it dear that anyone who stood for 
Tibetan autonomy would not be 
foie rated, diplomats said. 

The Buddhist leader, who lives 
at a hill station in north India with 
some of followers, said economic 
conditions in Tibet seemed to be 
improving. 


"Also there is a mass rise in 
respect and recognition for tbe 
Tibetan culture,” he said. 

“But this is part of Peking's 
policy of democratic aggression to 
fake over Tibet.” he said. 

“More and more Chinese are 
entering Tibet to settle down ... 
they may -.soon outnumber tbe 
Tibetans,” -the Dalai Lama said. * 

In Peking, one Western 
diplomat said the Dalai Lama 
seemed to be engaged in wishful 
thinking in saying China's aimed 
forces were poised to attempt a 
coup. 

“There may be a slightly critical 
situation if Deng Xiaoping 
disappears from the political 
scene, but I see no sign of the 
chaos the Dalai Lama says exists 
now,” he said. 

Diplomats in Pekmg said there 
was known to be some discontent 
within the People's Liberation 
Army which is in the middie of a 
huge demobilisation campaign. It 
does not enjoy the prommence it 
had during the 1967-197 6 
Cultural Revolution. 


Pope rubs noses with Maoris in New Zealand 


AUCKLAND. New Zealand (R) 
— Pope John Paul Saturday 
praised New Zealand 1 s indigenous 
Maoris and defended the church’s 
attitude to traditional culture at a 
mass in Auckland on the third leg 
of his six nation tour. 

Speaking at the start of a 
-tS-hour visit to New Zealand, the 
Pope returned to an underlying 
theme of his tour, a rejection of 
suspicions that Roman 
Catholicism was a foreign faith, 
trying to suppress traditional 
values. 

“The Christian faith does not 
destroy culture, but purifies and 
uplifts it. It takes away nothing of 
genuine value from a society or 
nation, but strengthens whatever 
is good for the betterment of all.” 
the Pope told 50.000 people at an 
open-air mass in bright sunshine. 

The Pope was welcomed by 
three painted, spear twirling 
Maoris, who advanced on him. 
menacingly, one of them 
screaming horribly and sticking 
out his tongue, in a traditional 
ceremony to establish whether he 
.was friend or foe. 

After being accepted into a 
Maori Marae, or meeting place, in 


an Auckland park, he rubbed 
noses with about 20 senior 
Maoris, including a group of- 
priests. Rubbing noses is a 
traditional Maori greeting 
signifying peace and openness. 

"Later at the mass, the Pontiff 
praised Maori culture. 

He said it had many values 
which modern society risked 
losing — recognition of spiritual 
dimensions, reverence for the 
environment, a sense of 
community, loyalty to family, 
readiness to share and acceptance 
of death as part of life. 

His audience included islanders 
from aj! over the Pacific and a 
group of immigrants from Poland, 
Pope John Paul's native country. 

At a youth rally ending his day 
in Auckland, the Pope appealed 
for Christian family life and 
fidelity in the modern world 
“where file sacredness of human 
life is often ignored or even 
opposed” — an apparent 
reference to abortion. 

He said “the mystery of human 
sexuality is easily distorted and 
confused ... the beauty of human 
love is forgotten in a mad rush to 
satisfy selfish desires.” 


In a departure from his 
prepared speech, the Pontiff sakl 
that if young people wanted the 
world to be changed “I say you 
should change the world.” 

Despite an enthusiastic 
welcome at the mass, fewer people 
than expected turned out for the 
•Pope’s visit. There were only 
.sparse crowds at the airport and 
along his route into Auckland, 
New Zealand's biggest city. 
Attendance at tbe mass and Maori 
welcome was below organisers 
expectations. 

Catholicism, like other 
established religions, is in decline 
in New Zealand under the 
pressure of modem secularisation. 
Catholics make up around 14 per 
cent of the three million 
population but only about a third 
of them are practising, according 
to church officials. 

Earlier Saturday Fijfs youth

- whirlwind visit to the South Pacific 
island nation. 

Thousands of young Fijians 
who had gathered at Nadi Airport 
surged forward to kite fire hands

The youth rally on the. tarmac 
was the Pope's last -public 
appearance here before He Hew to"

The Pope told Fijians that they 
should always cherish, their 
multi-cultural and multi-religious 
society which be described as the

primarily Fijian and Indian. 

“You . differ widely, among 
youxselves, yet yon are one united, 
nation,” he Said. '■ 

“You have something to .teach 
the world about solidarity and. 
toy ing respect for every person ” '
